Columbus. O., Mar. 3.— D airy 
and 
Food Commissioner Dunlap has start­ 
ed a wholesale crusade under the su­ 
preme court’s “ near beer" d<*< iston. 
He has just sent special instructions 
to all his deputies, directing them to 
list for taxation all places where the 
“ near beer" is sold. 
Should all who are amendable un­ 
der the supreme court decision 
pay 
the Aikin tax of $1,000 annually, the 
state's revenue would be Increased 
more than $1,000,000. 
No anticipatory 
plans for spending the money are be­ 
ing made, because few dealers would 
pay $3 a day merely to sell 
near 
beer." 
Under the decision the tax 
could be collected since the Aikin law 
became effective four years ago.
